3. Claims 1-16 and 26-41 have been allowed. Following is the reason for allowance: 

The closest art, Tsai et al '972, discloses second regions 24 having second surface regions 
(i.e., the regions underneath the spacers 20, 22 in Fig. 3) that sandwich a first surface region (i.e., 
the channel region) and are not covered with silicide layers 30 [Fig. 6 and coL 3]. Tsai et al (as well 
as Woolery et al '380) is silent about silicide layers make up a low resistance region having a 
relatively low resistance value, second surface regions makes up an intermediate resistance region 
having an intermediate resistance value, and a first surface region makes up a high resistance region 
having a relatively high resistance value.
